DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is a response to communications dated 02/19/08. Claims 1-6, 8- 
21 and 22-39 are pending in the application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6, 8-21 and 23-39 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly show or suggest the 
claimed method/system/apparatus comprising, among other limitations, novel and 
unobvious limitations of "deciding, based on the results of the quality measurements, 
whether a virtual direct connection is to be used to convey data or not; and wherein the 
quality measurements comprise a measurement of a data loss rate on a virtual direct 
connection between two network nodes," structurally and functionally interconnected 
with other limitations in a manner as recited in claims 106, 8-21 and 23-39.
